A Roman Holiday for 
‘I Am the Law’ Hague 


® Yesterday was a Roman Holiday for 


Mayor “I am the law” Hague in Jersey City, 
N. J. 


With the most callous contempt for the 
rights of labor to organize under the Wagner 
Labor Act, this tin-pot Hitler used his stooge 
police department to attack more than 40 
C.1.0. organizers, driving 26 out of the city 
with nightsticks in their backs. 

Thirteen more were arrested for “unlaw- 
ful distribution”. of trade union literature, as 
they had every right to do under the con- 
stitutional guarantee of free speech. Some 
were framed on an additional charge of “un- 
lawful assembly”—a reactionary law which is 
of a piece with Georgia’s ante-bellum insur- 
rection statute. 

But what is the Wagner Act, the Bill of 
Rights, the Federal Constitution to this pint- 
sized despot who uses Hitler and Mussolini 
as his paragons of virtue“? 

Hague’s fascist outburst yesterday is 
typical of one who has banned picketing in 
Jersey City, and who uses his corrupt po- 
litical machine to preserve New Jersey as a 
haven for all the union-busting open shoppers 
on the East Coast. 

These arrogant “I am the law” tactics are 
a menace not only to the C. I. O. but to A. F. 
of L. unions as well. And they endanger the 
hard-won rights of labor across the river in 
New York, in Pennsylvania and in other 
Eastern states. 

Let the C. LO. and A. F. of L. unions take 
immediate and joint steps to insure the right 
of workers in New Jersey to organize, bar - 
gain collectively, picket and strike. 

Such united action—in which farmers and 
progressive citizens throughout the state will 
participate—will be the basis of a broad 
Farmer-Labor Party movement which can 
sound the political death-knell of the corrupt 
Hague machine. 


America Needs Housing— 
But Not Lower Wages 


President Roosevelt’s message on hous- 
ing concerns itself with two sets of proposals. 

The first are designed to stimulate the 
private construction of housing by liberaliz- 
ing the financing provisions of the Federal 
Housing Act of 1934. 


The second group of proposals call for 
lowering housing costs by reducing hourly 
wage rates and prices of materials. 

In making these proposals Roosevelt. is 
actuated by a desire to stem the recession 
and start the wheels of recovery working 
again. He points out that building construc- 
tion was the weak spot in the recovery pic- 
ture even before the slump started. Despite 


the fact that an average of 600,000 to 800,- . 


000 new dwelling units are needed each year, 
the number built from 1930 to 1937 has aver- 
aged only 180,000. 

The recommendations for reducing down 
payments and carrying charges on mort- 
gages insured by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration are good so far as they go. 

The wage proposals, however, are some- 
thing else entirely. 

Per months Big Business interests have 
been conducting a campaign against the 
“high” wage rates in the building industry. 


They have been spreading propaganda to the 
| _ effect that if the workers would only accept 


lower hourly rates, there would be a great 
expansion in building activity, resulting in 
increased employment and a higher annual 


a income for the workers. ) 


Under this Big Business pressure, which 
has been greatly intensified during recent 
weeks, Roosevelt appears to have yielded on 
this point. In his housing message he de- 


1. There has been no lack of demand for 
The President himself points out 
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wage increases they gave. The National 
City Bank reports that net profits of build - 
ing materials companies in the first nine 
months of this year were 54.6 per cent 
greater than in the corresponding period of 
1936. During the same period the Morgan- 
controlled U.S. Steel Corp. boosted its profits 
219.2 per cent, while the profits of other steel 
companies jumped 94.8 per cent. 

Why doesn’t the President say anything 
about this outrageous profiteering? 

3.—The relatively high hourly wage 
rates of building trades workers do not 
begin to compensate for the long periods 
of unemployment and part-time work. The 
annual income of highly skilled building 
trades workers averages from $1,000 to 
$1,500 a year—far less than is required for 
a decent American standard of living. 

In return for accepting cuts in hourly 
wages, all that the workers will get is a 
promise of increased employment. Will the 
employers sign contracts with the unions 
guaranteeing this increased employment? 
Will the Federal government guarantee to 
provide the additional work at the same 
rates if private industry fails to do so? 

4. The whole theory that increased 
wages are responsible for high prices is fal- 
lacious. In an article in the July 16 issue of 
The Annalist, conservative Big Business or- 
gan, A. T. Shurick pointed out that “wages 
account for a relatively small part of com- 
modity costs.” He declared that labor’s share 
in total, costs for the 48 leading industries 
was only 18.2 per cent, and even a blanket 
wage increase of 50 per cent could be cov- 
ered by only a 10 per cent rise in the cost 
of manufactured products. : 

The President’s proposals regarding 
wages are in direct conflict with his own 
recent statements and with the spirit of 
the Wages and Hours Bill whose enact- 
ment he has urged. Is THIS the way to 
increase purchasing power? Won't this 
message, on the contrary, be interpreted 
by Wall Street as justifying a general of- 
fensive against wages, the right to organ- 
ize and the President’s own program of 
social legislation? 

If President Roosevelt wants to find out 
the reason for the business slump, he might 
get some light from the following figures: 

In 1936 the Federal government con- 
tributed to purchasing power through 
WPA, PWA, relief, the bonus, etc., $4,- 
599,000,000. 

In the first eight months of 1937 it 
contributed only $614,000,000. " 

The lesson is plain. Bring the country 
back on the highroad to recovery again by 
compelling Big Business to end its sabotage 
and by INCREASING immediately and sub- 
stantially appropriations for WPA, farm re- 
lief, and other measures to raise purchasing 
power. 

In line with this, EXPAND THE FED- 
ERAL HOUSING PROGRAM. 

Roosevelt’s message shows the absolute 
necessity for the progressives in Congress 
and outside to get together and ACT at 
once if the country is not to go tailspin- 
ning to disaster. A united stand by the 
CIO, the A. F. of L., the farm organiza- 
tions and Other progressive bodies 
AGAINST wage cuts and FOR increased 
aid to the masses of the people can break 
the sabotage of the Wall Street Trusts and 
is bound to have its effect on the President 
and on Congress.

And Education

MERICANS are uncultured, it is said. Some his- 

2 torians blame this on our pioneer tradition. They 
claim that our pioneers were so busy conquering a wil- 
derness that the material things of life swamped them, 
and they became hard-boiled and Babbitty because corn 
had to be raised, stumps cleared and Indians massacred. 
I disagree with these historians. When one reads 

the early history of America, one finds a great love of 


culture among the pioneers, It was an austere and 


limited culture, perhaps, but solid and deep. Shakes- 
peare and the Bible were known and discussed in many farm homes, 


and here is great poetry endOugh for the building of a nation. 


There was a veritable renaissance of popular education in the 
period before the Civil War, such as the Old World had never seen. 
Every little town had its weekly forum and lecture hall. Emerson 
lived, not by his writing, but by lectures that took him into the far, 
pioneer west. British authors like Charles Dickens and many lesser 
men did not disdain to gather American Shekels on the lecture circuit, 
and then return to Europe, after a two-month flying trip, and slander 


us, as “superior”, authors slander pioneer Russia today. 


To my mind, if one great symbol were needed of the American peo- 
ple's sensitivity to the finest things of life, it would not be necessary to 
find an American equivalent to the Versailles gardens, but merely to 
present the figure of Abraham Lincoln, The gaunt railsplitter thirsted 
for knowledge as a boy in the wilderness, and what is interesting, was 
able o find it there. The whole Mississippi Valley of his time was go- 
ing through what we might now call a wave of “proletarian culture,” 


and Abe Lincoln was one of its products. 


A democracy rests on mass education, and ever-widening waves of 
& people's culture. The process still goes on in America. Our educa- 
tional system has many serious faults, chief of them being its control 
by the plutocrats. But nobody dares to suppress it, as mass-education 


is beim surpressed m the fascist lands. 


Universities and schools have been the first casualties wherever the 
capitalists go fascist. Poor, semi-feudal Spain certainly never had 
much of a school system under the monarchy, but even that was too 
much evidently, for the great Italian patriot, General Franco, has re- 
cently closed some 50 high schools in the territory he controls. His 
“minister of education” in announcing the suppression, said, sternly, 
“The people are better off without education. It unfits them for their 
destiny as peasants and workers,” or to put it more truthfully, as dumb 


slaves. 


At the bottom of the American depression#here were quite a few 


spots in the United States where similar suppression had taken place. 
There was a drive for a time by divers local and regional Chambers of 
Commerce against the school system. These folks feel about education 
exactly like General Franco, and if they could have their way, the 
three Ra would be all that was taught to the great mass of American 
youth—most of whom, these business fascists think, know too damn 
much already, anyway, to be good, meek, low-priced slaves. 

Yet it will be pretty difficult to kill the American school system. 
The fight goes on constantly, for the fasaist enemy never relents. The 
pioneers, not the dismal] barbarians, some modern historians would make 
them out to be, established lecture lyceums, public schools and univer} 
sities in the wilderness, and the tradition of democracy in education 
is in the very bones of America today. Where there are many schools, 
there you will find democracy. It never seems to fail; and when a 
people awakes, the first thing it does is to build schools, as one can see 
today in Mexico, Loyalist Spain, and the Soviet Union.

E OLD tightly to your seats, readers, for you are going 
to hit some bumps on a tour of Cuba, personally con- 
ducted by the Herald Tribune. That man with a purple 


nose you sée in the back seat is John Pierpont Morgan, 
who owns the place. 


Cuba, you know, is the sugar bowl of the U. S. A. 
The sugar industry produces profits for the National. City 
Bank. That’s where the man with the purple nose comes 


in. But don’t expect him to talk about it. He’s modest. 
He won't tell you that 90 per cent of Cuba’s arable land is owned or 
leased by big sugar companies he bosses. 

Cuba’ is in the news now. I: Manhattan, its former “president,” 
Gerardo Machado, is under arrest for extradition to Cuba on charges 
of embezzlement and murder. U. S. Commissioner Cotter will decide. 
In the case of Machudo's friend Alberto Herrera, Cotter decided that 
the mass murders charged were forgiveable as “official acts.” 80 
Machado may be released also on the murder charge. But embezzle- 
ment is a serious offense. 

Machado, @nce a butcher. cuntinued in the trade after becoming 
president. Because he was a ‘trustworthy’ foreman for Morgan's 
Havana’ Light & Power, he was “elected” president in 1925. Coming 
to New York, he was banqueted by Wall Street. and there made a 
boast: “There'll be no strikes while I'm president of Cuba.” (Thun- 
ders of applause.) Railway and cane fleid workers who struck, were 
found hanging from trees in batches, and quite dead. 

When Coolidge visited’ Havana in 1927, two workers, distributing a 
leaflet, were caught. Jailed, they disappeared from Morro Castle. 
Shark fishermen in the Bey a few days later caught a big shark, with 
the forearm of one of these men, identified by his wife, in said shark's 

stomach. President Machado was furious. He forbade fishing for 
sharks in Havana Bay. 

Machado was overthrown by armed rising August 12, 1933, and had 
to light out for foreign parts. But, because Morgan and Assistaut Sec- 

‘retary of State Sumner Welles didn’t like his successor, Grau Martin; 
a gent nanied Fulgercio Batista, who was clubby with the U. 8. Am- 
‘bassador, Jefferson Caffery, decided that Grau had to git, too. And 
the army took control, Batista having somehow become its head. 

Now for the Herald Tribune. Its section on Cuba, on Nov. 21, 
makes your mouth water: “Land of Peace and Progress! Land of 
Beauty and Culture!” Funny that the Times last Friday ran a story 
that the students in Havana University rioted in demand for the re- 
lease of “political prisoners.” What are political prisoners? Why, 
anyone who doesn't like Batista. If their dislike is strong enough, they 
are customarily found dead of bullet wounds around the suburbs. 

But Batista has friends, That Herald Tribune section is packed 
with praises of Batista. Batista i: top dog. One forgets that anybody 
else lives in Cuba but Batista. A president, O, ves. A supreme court? 
Sure. But Batista overshadows them all. Didn't he make them what 
they are?

Warren feels that the possibilities of the Congress are “too great 
to ignore altogether,” and he doesn’t want to set up an independent

Rural Congress of Youth because that would “divide rural and urban 
youth, with very bad effects.” 
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But Warren is worried about the presence of radical organ- 
izations and “strike-town unions” in the Congress. He said “In 
general, I had a bitter taste «gainst radical elements, because 
of their ultra-pessimistic attitudes on the conditions facing the 
K States Youth.” 


Facing facts is not pessimism. Warren ought to zead the report 


of Bruce L. Melvin or Rural Youth, published in the November annals 
of the American Academy of Poiitical Science. Mr. Melvin paints this 
picture: ’ 

In 1930, there were more young people on American farms 


than “were needed to carry or commercial agriculture.” Today, 
there are a million more young people on the farms than there 
were in 1930. Ry (940, nine hundred thousand young people will 
have migrated to the cities, uvable to find work on the farms— 
and there will still be one million more young people on the 
farms than there were in 1940. 


Facts for Young Farmers 


Elaine Exton, writing in Rural America, puts the problem another 
way—she says that fifty per cent of the yourg people on the farms 
today will never be able to earn a living on the land, and that another 
per cent will have to supplement their farm income with a job in a 
factory if they are going to make a living. 

In addition to this, four hundred thcusand young people, accord- 
ing te Mr. Melvin, are working farms on sub-marginal soil—farms that 
Can't produce a decent living. 

What chance docs a young fellow have to get a farm of his 
own? H. A. Turner of the U. S. Department of Agriculture says, 
“If a young man wished to farm, it became increasingly neces- 
sary to accept the status of tenant or cropper, and fewer young 
men were finding aeceptable opportunities to become farmers. 
even as tenants or croppers.” 

Those, Warren, are some of the facts which account for what you 
call pessimism. 4 


But we're not pessimistic. We just believe in knowing what we're 
up against. We know that the young farmers of America will not 
give up their birthright without a struggle. 

We're encouraged when you say that you recommend stick- 
ing with the Youth Congress—we're encouraged when Lael Moon, 
Senator to the Youth Congress, of the American Country Life 
Association says that he hopes Agricultural groups will make an | 
increasing contribution to the work of the Congress. 

You have your problems. These include more than the general 
farm problems, such as crop insurance, federal and state soil conserva- 
tion programs, government encouragement and support for producers 
and consumers cooperatives, rural electrification, and a tairer system 
of farm taxation. 

You also have your own problems as young people. You need 
more recreational centers—thal was why your session of the Congress 
cemanded the opening of all public buildings as centers for dances. 
plays, classes, clubs. 

You have the problem of vocational education to fit the 900.000 
young people who are coming to the cities in the next four years in 
search of work. 

You have the problem of getting better rural high school facilities. 

These problems cannot be solved without the help of the 
whole progressive youth movement, Warren, and I know that 
after you work together with delegates from the “strike-town 
unions” for a while, you will find that their help will be valuable 
in solving your problems.
